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‘Island of Stone Images” Refuses to Divulge Its Secret 


little speck on the broad bosom 

of the Pacific, yet contained with- 
in its tiny area is a mystery which civi- 
lization so far has been unable to solve. 
The island abounds with queer stone 
images and tablets inscribed in an un- 
known language. The native inhab- 
itants know absolutely nothing about 
the origin of the grotesque statues, 
neither can they help to decipher the 
strange inscriptions. These relics of a 
past age constitute one of the world’s 
most interesting archeological enigmas, 
Many believe that their secret is destin- 
ed to be forever locked within the 
figures themselves. 

Different theories are advanced. One 
is that the images are the work of an 
extinct race since lost to history. An- 
other is that the Incas of South Ameri- 
ca used to visit this isolated spot. It 
has even been conjectured that this 
island is all that remains of a sunken 
continent. It is but 50 square miles in 
area and is of volcanic origin. The 
nearest point of South America to the 
east is 2000 miles away. To westward 
is the Tuamotu archipelago group, 1000 
miles distant. 

There are over 600 statues on the is- 
land, which have well earned for it the 
name, “island of stone images.” In ad- 
dition, there are 260 “ahu” or tombs. 
Tradition says that some of the statues 
used to adorn these platforms but either 
fell or were wantonly pushed off. Lava 
slabs, wooden tablets and even wooden 
clubs bear elaborate hieroglyphics 
which have never been deciphered. 

It is not coincidence but rather de- 
sign that all the idols were set up along 
the shores with their backs to the sea. 
Formerly many of them stood in groups 
of from six to 12 on stone platforms. In 
some respects these relics are as re- 
iarkable and interesting as the pyra- 
mids of Egypt and Central and South 
\merica; in fact, some authorities do 
connect them with early civilization in 
South America. Perhaps the Incas, who 
it one time were such a power on that 
continent, used Easter Island as a bury- 
ing ground for their great chiefs. 

There are even those who assume that 
several of the statues were carved on 
the mainland and from there laborious- 
ly transported against contrary winds 
to the little island. However, it seems 
1 pretty well established fact that the 
stone figures were quarried on the is- 

and. Most of them are carved out of 
the volcanic rock and _ transported, 
ver hill and down dale, sometimes 
three or four miles, to their destination.

It is incomprehensible, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, that a few 
hundred natives could have been able to 
make, move and erect these great stone 
monuments. The solution must be found 
elsewhere than with the present in- 
habitants of the island. As the island 
is almost treeless, the wonder is how 
the image-makers could remove ob- 
jects so fragile as these, weighing from

three to 30 tons each, over ground so 
rugged. Nothing has ever been. pro- 
duced to show just how this work was 
done. 

The images range from small speci- 
mens to those well over 30 feet high. 
Their general form is unvarying, rep-

resenting a half-length figure, with the 
hands nearly meeting in front of the 
body. The most remarkable features 
are the ears. The lobe is depicted to 
represent a fleshy rope, while in a few 
cases a disk ornament worn in it is also 
indicated. 

Those statues near the burial places 
are from 12 to 20 feet tall and are 
crowned with a quaint form of hat, 
cylindrical in shape. These hats differ 
in color from the figure, being made out 
of red volcanic rock. They are from 
four to 10 feet in height and five to eight 
feet in diameter. The bottom is hol- 


lowed out in an oval depression in or- 
der to fit on the heads of the images. 
The brim projects over the eyes of the 
figure. 

In riding around the island it is im- 
possible to travel more than a few hun- 
dred yards in spots without bumping 
into a statue or a tomb. They cluster 
thickly in the little coves and on the 
promontories. Most of the images have 
fallen on their sides like so many ten- 
pins. Some have toppled backward 
from the cliffs into the sea. Others are 
more or less buried in the earth. It is 
known from accounts of early voy- 
agers to the island that the statues were 
in their original places as late as the 
18th century. Vandalism and tribal 
warfare overthrew them by the middle 
of the 19th century. 

The natives of the island evince lit- 
tle interest in the stone remains. The 
people do not seem to be in any way 
related to the “lost race” which made 
and erected the figures. Far from being 
awed by the presence of the statues, as 
most superstitious persons would be, 
the natives jest about them and some- 
times damage the relics in pure mis- 
chief. 

Though the present inhabitants know 
nothing about the origin of the statues 
they have nevertheless invented many 
legends to account for cessation of the 
work and destruction of the standing 
figures. These stories are hard to swal- 
low. For instance, the tale is told of 
a certain old woman who lived at the 
southern corner of the mountain where 
the statues were made and occupied 
the position as cook to the image-mak- 
ers. She was the most important per- 
son of the establishment and could 
move the images about by her super- 
natural power. One day when she was 
away the workers obtained a fine lob- 
ster and ate it, leaving nothing for her. 
When the cook returned and found the 
remains she was so angry that she told 
the images to fall down, thus bringing 
work to a standstill. She left the image- 
makers and since they could not obtain 
another cook who pleased them they, 
too, quit their tasks. 

Another wild yarn concerns an e!d 
man who arrived in the neighborhood 
of Tangariki, a native town, and, as he 
was unable to speak, made known by 
signs that he wished chicken heads to 
sat. This native delicacy was refused, 
but he was given food and a place to 
sleep. During the nigh« his host was 
awakened by a noise. The old man was 
tapping his foot against the walls of 
the house, In the morning it was found 
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that this tapping had caused all the 
statues to fall—the revenge of the 
stranger. 

The folklore account of the fall of 
the tallest statue (32 feet high) is con- 
nected with canhibalism. A woman of 
the western clan had been eaten by men 
of the eastern. Her son managed to 
trap 30 of the enemy in a cave and con- 
sumed them one by one. During his 
struggles with one of the prospective 
but objecting “meals” he toppled the 
statue over. 

The vanished image-makers did not 
dispose of their dead by earth bfrial 
or cremation. The bodies were laid to 
their last rest on stone platforms. These 
tomb-like structures are constructed of 
slabs of lava. Their erection on the 
seaboard seems to have been a matter 
of convenience, not of principle. One 
such structure is 15 feet high and 300 
feet long. In their original positions 


- the statues faced the length of the bur- 


jal platform. It was these objects which 
so strongly impressed early visitors to 
Easter Island. 

A voyager 150 years ago wrote: “All 
the seashore is lined with numbers of 
stone idols, with their backs turned to- 
wards the sea, which causes us no lit- 
tle wonder, because we saw no tool of 
any kind for working these figures.” 
Excavations have since unearthed some 
of these tools. They are of the same ma- 
terial as the images. Some specimens 
are pointed at both ends; others have 
one end more or less rounded. It is 
unlikely they were hafted, and they 
were probably held in the hand when 
in use and discarded as soon as the 
point became damaged. Another tool, 
much more carefully made, was also 
employed—a sort of adze blade with the 
lower end beveled off to form the cut- 
ting edge. 

The majority of statues seem to have 
been quarried from compressed vol- 
‘anic ash obtained in the Rano Kao 
volcano, and then dragged by means 
unknown up hill and down dale to 
adorn the sea coast. In addition to the 
finished figures there are about 150 in 
various stages approaching completion, 
indicating that the ancient workmen 
quit their work in haste. Some were 
being carved out of rock so that the 
overhanging cliff protected workers 
from the elements. The figures were 
roughly outlined, in a reclining posi- 
tion, on the bare face of the cliff and 
then tediously chiseled into required 
form. One of the unfinished figures is 
over 60 feet long. 

Easter Island (or Rapanui Island) be- 
longs to Chile. It is not a beautiful spot 
but the climate is fairly good and a 
Chilean company uses most of it as a 
ranch. There is no regular communi- 
cation between the island and the out- 
side world. It is seldom that visitors 
go to that remote spot. The island was 
discovered by Davis in 1686. It was 
visited and named by Roggewein in 
1722. It was also visited by Cook. The 
first person to exploit the island was a 
settler named Bornier. He was mur- 
dered there by the natives 50 years ago. 


Longer Skirts for Women 
By order of the dean of women at 
Maryville college, Tenn., the fair co- 
eds will have to lengthen their skirts to 
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at least 13 inches from the ground. The 
brevity of the girls’ skirts exceeded the 
bounds of decency in the opinion of the 
male students and they are backing the 
dean’s edict to the limit. Some even 
carry yard-sticks to measure any skirt 
that appears too long. 

At Albany, N. Y., a mother wrote Gov. 
Miller to have a law passed limiting to 
five inches the height from the ground 
that a girl may wear her dress. She 
says women with bobbed hair and 
dresses reaching only to the knees are 
not entitled to police protection and 
that men need more protection from 
women than vice versa. Her object 
in such a law would be to safeguard 
the morals of her son who was arrest- 
ed for accosting a woman who sat in 
a station with her knees showing. 


Equal Suffrage Amendment Attacked 

Lawyers representing various anti- 
suffrage organizations have just made 
arguments before the supreme court 
for the purpose of invalidating the 19th 
amendment, which gives the vote to 
women. One point was that the amend- 
ment was only ratified by the legisla- 
tures of the states and not by a direct 
vote of the people. The logic was that 
since the admission of women to the 
ballot had the effect of “diluting” the 
existing vote and thus weakening it, 
such a thing could not properly be 
brought about unless the existing vot- 
ers consented to this reduction of their 
power. 

One orator declared that congress 
and the state legislatures might set up 
a monarchy in this country, unless 
there was a check on them in the form 
of a referendum to the people. The 
power of amendment does not carry 
with it the power to destroy, and the 
adoption of woman suffrage was such a 
revolutionary thing that it amounted to 
the destruction of our government as 
planned by its founders, he said. 

The lawyers for the government 
pooh-poohed these specious claims. The 
same arguments might be brought 
against the 15th amendment, they cited, 
whereas that amendment had been ac- 
quiesced in for half a century. The 
legislatures are merely the machinery 
whereby the people express their will, 
it was urged; and since the constitution 
itself tells how it may be amended, and 
this method was followed in the case 
of the 19th amendment, there is no 
reason why that amendment is not as 
valid as any. The complainants want 
the court to direct the secretary of state 
to recall the amendment. However, it 
is too late now to do this in any case. 


Labor Unions vs. Woman’s Party 


One of the plans of the National Wom- 
an’s party is to secure a constitutional 
amendment which will place women on 
an exact legal footing with men, in all 
things. This plan is meeting with much 
opposition, as it is feared that women, 
by sacrificing their special sex privi- 
leges in order to gain so-called equality 
with men, will lose more than they will 
gain. President Gompers of the Fed- 
eration of Labor denounces the move 
and says that organized labor will fight 
it to the last ditch. If women insist on 
having strict legal equality with men, 
they will throw away “the results of 
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many years of labor legislation,” he 
says. 

Some lawyers have said it is possible 
to draw the amendment so that it wil] 
give the women the additional rights 
and privileges they now covet, without 
invalidating any laws passed to protee? 
them. But this is a very doubtful prop- 
osition. In many states for instance th 
law forbids employers to work women 
employees over eight hours in any day 
or to pay them less than a fixed mini- 
mum wage. This minimum wage 
more than they could earn if it were not 
for the law. So if a constitutiona 
amendment should be adopted placing 
women on the same plane as men, thi 
would deprive them of the benefit of 
the minimum wage and they would 
have to work long hours, accept low 
wages and compete with men. 

However, many of the laws whic! 
have been passed on the pretense of 
benefiting women have really been in- 
spired by schemers who wanted t& 
drive women out of industry and thus 
boost the wages of men. So there ars 
two sides to the subject. The minimun 
wage laws are now reacting against th« 
interests of women, as many employer: 
can’t afford to pay women the wage; 
arbitrarily required and hence they ar: 
letting their women employees go and 
are putting on men, who can be called 
on for extra work and who are willing 
to be paid according to what they ca) 
earn. It seems likely that there will 
be a big conflict over the issue thus 
raised by the Woman’s party organiza- 
tion. 


Conference to Aid the Farmers 

President Harding made a vigorous 
address at the opening of the specia! 
conference at Washington which was 
called to study the crisis in the farming 
industry and devise possible remedie: 
The president reviewed the disastrou: 
conditions prevailing. He showed hoy 
the manufacturer for instance can bor- 
row money to carry his business, and 
he can make a quick turn-over of his 
funds; but the farmer has a much slow- 
er turn-over, for it takes him a year t 
wind up his crops, and it may take 
three years to get his cash if he is 
handling livestock. 

The farmer, he said, is at once 
capitalist, an executive and a labore: 
But he earns the smallest return on hi 
investment, and as a worker his serv- 
ices are “greatly underpaid.” The far 
loan system has been of some benefit t 
farmers, but it has not provided ther 
with working capital, he said. He com 
mended the system of financing th 
farmers through co-operative associa 
tions, which would also take up th 
work of marketing their products a: 
doing their buying. Accurate inform: 
tion as to the state of crops and th 
market prospects should also be p 
vided, Mr. Harding urged. 

He repeated that it is a shame t! 
a crop of 9,000,000 bales of cott 
should bring more than 13,000,000 bale 
and that 700,000,000 bushels of whe 
should bring more than a billion bus 
els. Something must be wrong wit 
any system which will allow this, wh« 
the world is crying for more staple: 
he said. Measures must be taken 
insure a more stable market for far 
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products and prevent the violent fluc- 
tuations of prices which make farm- 
ing such a haphazard industry. He 
pointed out that a deficiency of 1/10th 
in the production of a staple would 
boost the price 3/10ths—which was out 
of all proper proportion, 

There must be a new conception of 
farming, he went on. Farmers nowa- 
days had to be capable all-round peo- 
ple; they must know something about 
engineering, mechanics, chemistry, 
forestry, botany, biology, and business; 
if they were to succeed they could not 
be merely laborers. But he cautioned 
the farmers not to depend too much on 
legislation; their success would still 
have to depend mainly on their own 
efforts, he said. 

Ex-Gov. Lowden of Illinois, speak- 
ing before the Nebraska Dairymen’s 
Association, emphasized that the pres- 
ent guesswork system of paying farmers 
is all wrong. Certainly ways should be 
found, he said, so that the farmers 
would get more for a big crop than for 
a small one. Otherwise we were put- 
ting a premium on shiftlessness and 
want. Wheat in the market might fall 
10 cents a bushel in a single week, he 
said, and this might wipe out the entire 
profit that the grower made. The meth- 
ods of the California fruit. growers 
should be copied, he declared; the crops 
should be marketed under a rational 
policy, according to the needs, and 
there should be no dumping of sur- 
plus products on the market all at once, 
thus depressing prices till there was a 
loss for everyone. Some system of 
mutual insurance for crops was urged. 

Senator Harrison of Miss., Dem., one 
of the members of the “agricultural 
bloc,” issued a denunciation of the 
Harding farmers’ conference. He said 
that the administration is trying to un- 
dermine and destroy the “bloc” and that 
the conference is merely “camouflage,” 
for political purposes, to distract the 
farmers from the real issues. 


Quakes and Frost in Los Angeles? 

Nine distinct earth shocks, shattering 
windows and shaking buildings, were 
felt in Los Angeles recently, much to 
the agitation of residents in several 
parts of the city. Many believed the 
shocks to be earthquakes but others 
claimed them to be the concussion due 
to big gun practice of four battleships 
of the Pacifie fleet. A few days later 
southern California experienced the 
worst frost in nine years, and the land 
of sunshine was transformed to a land 
of frozen water pipes and auto radia- 
tors. The orange crop was heavily 
damaged, millions of oranges freezing 
on the trees. At least this is what the 
newspapers reported. Of course the 
Pathfinder does not believe that there 
are ever such things as earthquakes, 
freezes or the like in California. 


Latest News from “Spirit” World 


The spiritualists are more active than 
ever before in the world’s history. Dis- 
cussing “spirit” communications, Sir 
Conan Doyle says he has been in direct 
touch with the dead, voice to voice, on 
21 occasions. Once, he claims, he spoke 
with his son a year after the latter’s 
death and the son replied in his earthly 
voice. The author asserts he has also 
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seen his mother, who appeared to him 
in a cloak of red light. From tales told 
him by the departed, Dr. Doyle pictures 
heaven as a place where “all old people 
will become young and the young will 
grow to adult age. When I am there,” 
he says, “I will have my books, my wife 
and my children with me. We will 
have about us the things we love.” 

Sir Oliver Lodge, another well-known 
scientific spiritualist, reports that he 
has been talking with suicides. So he 
says the souls of persons who took their 
lives cry out to the world that suicide 
is a futile crime and that those who 
commit it must suffer untold punish- 
ment in the hereafter. He said he had 
lately been talking to a young scientist 
who killed himself and that the young 
fellow seemed to be in captivity, in 
some sort of a spirit reformatory, and 
was denied permission to continue his 
communication with the earth. It 
might be mentioned that to date, Thom- 
as Edison, the inventor, has had noth- 
ing further to say about his alleged in-

vention—an apparatus designed to ren- 
der communication with departed spir- 
its less difficult. 

Every summer spiritualists from all 
over the world assemble at Lily Dale, 
in western New York, where they hold 
a convention, conduct demonstrations 
etc. The original Fox cottage has been 
moved from Hydeville, N. Y., to this 
place, and it will be preserved as a 
memorial. It was in this house that 
the Fox sisters, in 1848, heard the “spir- 
it” rappings which led to the modern 
development of spiritualism. Of course 
there is nothing really modern about 
the manifestations known as “spirits”; 
they are recorded in the annals of all 
nations, from the dawn of history. The 
Bible of course contains many refer- 
ences to them and they seem to have 
been accepted as a matter of course, 
though their exact nature has been a 
subject of much dispute. But in most 
ages people have been warned -not to 
have any dealings with the “spirits”— 
whatever they may be. While in many 
cases the communications include in- 
formation that is wonderfully accurate, 
in other cases they are absolutely false 
—so that they cannot be depended on as 
true guides. Many of the descriptions 
of heaven which have been given in 
other cases by alleged spirits are mark- 
edly different from that given by Con- 
an Doyle. 

* However, there are many very worthy 
people who believe fervently in spir- 
itualism, or spiritism, and who make a 
religion of it. O. W. Barrett, of Lake- 
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land, Fla., writes the Pathfinder a long 
defense of it and says: “Spiritualism is 
attacking vice and sin whenever pos- 
sible; and the reward is sneers from 
those who have never been baptized by 
fire and the holy spirit.” But the spir- 
its can’t do everything for us, he says. 
For instance, “A friend in the spirit 
land may advise us how to adjust the 
levers of a Ford car, but we must 
crank the car ourselves.” 


Trolley Lines Are Big Problem 


During the war period the trolley 
roads of this country became sadly de- 
generated. Wages and all operating 
costs doubled, and the managers of the 
lines tried to get even by doubling the 
fares. Public sentiment is always hos- 
tile toward trolley roads, railroads and 
all other public service institutions, and 
the boosts in fares increased this chron- 
ic hostility to a fever pitch. The trol- 
ley companies have been slow to im- 
prove their roads, for they have had a 
hard time getting the capital to make 
improvements. Investors have refused 
to put their money into enterprises 
which are so unpopular and which of- 
fer such an uncertain future. 

The city transit problem will prob- 
ably never be fully solved. Some cities, 
notably Glasgow, Scotland, have cut the 
Gordian knot by taking possession of 
the traction roads and running them. 
In some cases this has resulted in bet- 
ter and cheaper service while in others 
there have been heavy losses which 
have been saddled back on the tax- 
payers. 

Detroit for 20 years has been a storm 
center of the trolley war. The trolley 
issue has kept politics lively there. Now 
at last a “treaty” has been signed be- 
tween the city and the trolley lines. 
The city takes control of the whole 
system, consisting of 475 miles of track, 
under a lease, and is to pay fixed rent- 
als for the property. And later the 
people will have a chance to vote on 
the question whether the city shall pur- 
chase the lines. This gives Detroit by 
far the greatest length of municipally 
controlled transit lines. San Francisco 
comes second with 60 miles. Pittsburgh, 
after many years of similar conflict over 
her transit service, has also just come 
to an agreement with the roads under 
which there is to be constructive peace 
instead of destructive war. The roads 
are guaranteed a return of six per cent 
on the capital invested.

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HE main task before the senate 

has been the question of funding 
the allied debt to the United 
States. Senator McCumber, chairman 
of the finance committee, in an able 
speech presenting the committee’s 
measure cautioned the government 
against “playing Shylock” in dealing 
with the allies. He pointed out the 
difficult financial condition of various 
European countries and urged that the 
commission of five headed by the sec- 
retary of the treasury be given author- 
ity to determine when the interest pay- 
ments shall begin. In general the sena- 
tor favored giving the commission 
broad authority so that the final ac- 
tion taken would be the result of care- 
ful and expert study of conditions. The 
nations themselves have various de- 
grees of ability to pay, but it was point- 
ed out that all will ask for and expect 
equal privileges. To the suggestion that 
the deferment of interest payments be 
limited to three years Senator McCum- 
ber said that some of the nations would 
not be able to pay for several years and 
he urged that the commission be given 


the authority to determine the financial ' 


condition of the various debtor states. 
The opposition was led by Senator 
Simmons of N. C., ranking minority 
member of the finance committee, who 
advocated that both the rate and time 
of payment of the interest should be 
fixed in the bill. As an amendment he 
offered the five-way soldiers’ bonus 
plan. 


Senator McCumber stated that none 
of the proceeds from the refunded for- 
eign debt would be available before 
one year after next July. He estimated 
that the bonus would cost $300,000,000 
the first year and advocated special tax- 
ation to cover the amount. Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon made it very 
clear to both houses of congress that 
the attitude of the treasury relative to 
the bonus has not changed. In spite of 
the fact that a bonus measure was re- 
solved on by both senate and house Re- 
publicans as a main feature of the pres- 
ent program and conferencés were call- 
ed for members of both houses to con- 
sider plans, the secretary told them in 
plain words what the consequences 
would be. 


Mr. Mellon stated in a letter to the 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee that the maximum cost of the 
bonus would be more than $5,000,000,- 
000, and that the money would have 
to be provided through taxation in ad- 
dition to the other taxes imposed. Ap- 
plying the principal and interest of 
the foreign debt to this purpose, he said, 
would be “futile as well as unwise.” 
These demand obligations, he declared, 
are not in shape to sell to the public, 
“while to offer them with the guaran- 
ty of this government would interfere 
with the treasury’s refunding opera- 
tions and prove more expensive than 
the sale of direct obligations of the 
government.” He further stated that 
in justice to the millions of Liberty 
bond holders the government is bound 
to apply any principal payment by for- 
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eign governments as well as the pro- 
ceeds of sales to the retirement of out- 
standing Liberty bonds. “The plan to 
use the foreign obligations to pay a 
soldiers’ bonus,” Mr. Mellon continued, 
“would still leave the burden on the 
shoulders of the American taxpayers.” 
The secretary then presented figures 
indicating a deficit of $24,000,000 for 
1922 and one of $187,000,000 for 1923. 
To overcome these deficits, he said, ex- 
penditures must be reduced about $500,- 
000,000 in the next two years. In jhe 
meantime, he added, the overshaddw- 
ing problem of the treasury is the 
handling of the public debt, amounting 
to more than $23,000,009,000, of which 
$6,500,000,000 is due within the next 
16 months. He said in conclusion that 
if congress determined on a soldiers’ 
bonus it would be necessary to impose 
general taxes on broad. classes of ar- 
ticles or transactions in order to pay 
it, and the treasury hesitated to rec- 
ommend any in addition to the pres- 
ent taxes, 

The house has been working on the 
appropriation bill to cover the expenses 
of the independent offices of the govern- 
ment. The total carried is more than 
$494,000,000, of which the largest sin- 
gle item is for the veterans’ bureau, 
about $377,000,000. The total is nearly 
$10,000,000 less than the budget estimate 
but over $100,000,000 more than for 
the last fiscal year. In the measure is 
an item of $329,000 for the salaries of 
the president and vice-president and 
White House expenses. The amount for 
the shipping board was cut down to 
about $100,000,000. 

The senate in passing the treasury 
bill added $500,009 for an archives 
building and $1,000,000 for a treasury 
vault. Senator Smoot in urging the 
archives building declared that pub- 
lic documents of untold value to the 
American people are stored in base- 
ments of the public buildings in Wash- 
ington where they are not safe. It 
was predicted that the house in con- 
ference would reject both items for the 
sake of economy. 

The secretary of war has become 
somewhat alarmed at congress’s de- 
termination to seek means of economy, 
fearing that further inroads will be 
made into the money needed for the 
military arm of service. In a letter to 
the military committees in both houses 
he commended their policy of economy 
but urged that it be not carried so 
far as to destroy the efficiency of the 
army or its organization along present 
lines. He told them that the perplexing 
problems caused by the late reduction 
had been successfully met but he ear- 
nestly cautioned against further steps 
in this direction. He named the camps 
he wished maintained for training and 
outlined his program for them. As for 
economy, he pointed out several ways 
the war department had saved millions 
of dollars to the government since the 
beginning of the present administra- 
tion. 

Gen. Pershing, appearing before the 
military committee of the house, asked 
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that the inefficient officers be weeded 
out of the army. His plan is to discharge 
about 2000 and to appoint the same 
number .of young second lieutenants. 
This, he declared, would require four 
years, and would result in a saving of 
nearly $4,000,000. He advocated that 
the officers who had been in service for 
a number of years should receive re- 
tirement pay, and that the younger of- 
ficers eliminated should receive an ad- 
ditional year’s salary. The scheme 
would leave the number of officers at 
the end of the period the same as at 
present, namely 12,000. 

There was an echo in the senate of 
the senatorial fight now raging in Nort} 
Dakota for the seat of Senator McCum- 
ber whose term expires March next 
His main rival is former Senator Gron- 
na. Recently Andrew Miller was nomi- 
nated to be federal judge in that stat 
on Senator McCumber’s recommenda- 
tion, and the subcommittee promptly 
recommended confirmation. About that 
time Mr. Gronna appeared at the capi- 
tol and had conferences with several! 
senators. Later the nomination was 
sent back for further consideration and 
for the hearing of- witnesses. The 
charge made before the committee was 
that the nominee had been engaged as 
a lobbyist for the Standard Oil Co. be- 
fore the state legislature. This fact 
was considered as sufficient to disquali- 
fy him for the federal judiciary. Sena- 
tor McCumber was recently made chair- 
man of the great finance committee of 
the senate, but how much that fact 
will help him in the race at home is 
matter of speculation. 


A Southern man arguing for a high 
tariff and a Northern man advocating 
a low tariff on the same day was the 
unusual occurrence before the finance 
committee of the senate. H. E. Miles 
of Wisconsin, chairman of the Fair Tar- 
iff League, told the committee the Amer- 
ican valuation plan was “mere camou 
flage,” and would offer no remedy fron 
German importations, “which alone 
disturb us.” He advocated a depreciat- 
ed currency clause, “which would end 
the element of legalized undervalua- 
tion.” He said his league had studied 
the industries supplying the most or- 
dinary merchandise and had found that 
the tariff was from two to five times 
the wage cost in those industries. An 
unnecessarily high tariff, he said, pre- 
vents imports at fair prices and keeps 
up domestic prices. ‘In conclusion he 
said: “Every penny added to the tariff 
beyond what industry needs to pay 
standard American wages is kept by 
the manufacturer, for there is no rea- 
son for him to pay higher than standard 
wages.” 

The Southern view was expressed by 
Gov. Parker of Louisiana, a successful 
business man. He declared that the 
rice and sugar industries would be 
wiped out unless adequate protection 
was afforded. “Our banks will not loan 
money to farmers,” he said, “unless we 
protect our farms against the poorly 
paid, under-fed, half-clad laborers of 
the world.” He stated that the state 
farms run with convict labor are losing 
money on sugar at present prices. The 
governor asserted he had been for a 
protective tariff for 30 years. “It ought 
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not to be a political issue,” he declared; 
“it is Americanism.” 

Congress now knows how it feels to 
get a veto from President Harding. In 
a message to the house, where originat- 
ed the bill to amend an act passed over 
50 years ago incorporating the Masonic 
Mutual Relief Association of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the president ex- 
pressed the opinion that the measure 
would be “discriminatory and unfair 
to the Masonic order.” He further ques- 
tioned the constitutionality of the act 
on the ground that it applied to a pure- 
ly fraternal organization regulations 
which should be reserved for ordinary 
life insurance companies. He pointed 
out that the Masonic order permits no 
service in its name for profit. 

In the Senate 


Resolution declaring it to be the 
sense of the senate that naval forces 
should be withdrawn from Santo Do- 
mingo and Haiti, and that arrangements 
for the control of the finances of those 
countries and interference in their 
political affairs should be abrogated— 
by Senator King of Utah. 

Report received from federal trade 
commission charging big tobacco com- 
panies with engaging in conspiracies 
with jobbers’ associations to keep up 
prices of tobacco. 

Resolution providing that committee 
on agriculture investigate and report on 
advisability of a bureau of crop insur- 
ance to be operated by federal govern- 
ment—by Senator Sheppard of Tex. 

Bill to compel interstate carriers to 
use steel passenger cars on their lines— 
by Senator Harris of Ga. 

Passed bill to substitute electrocution 
for hanging in cases of death penalty 
in District of Columbia. 

Passed bill granting authority for 
coining of Grant memorial dollar and 
silver half-dollar. 

Adopted resolution for investigation 
by civil service committee of charges of 
use of official influence in civil service 
appointments, 

Bills were introduced by Senator Ball 
of Del. and Johnson of Cal. providing 
for half fare on street cars in Wash- 
ington for schoolchildren. 

Passed bill extending for 15 years the 
period within which a bridge may be 
built across the Hudson at New York. 

Naval affairs committee reported fa- 
vorably on resolution giving newspa- 
pers and press associations unrestricted 
use of naval radio stations for trans- 
mission of press matter until June 30, 
1927. 

Without a record vote the senate re- 
jected resolution of Senator Walsh of 
Mont. asking president for information 
concerning conversations between Chi- 
nese and Japanese conference delegates 
over Shantung. 

The two new senators from Pennsyl- 
vania, Pepper and Crow, were assigned 
to the committees on military and naval 
iffairs respectively. 

In the House 

Bill to appropriate $500,000 for relief 
of unemployed and destitute coal min- 
ers and their families in West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Alabama, Ohio, and Pennsyl- 
vania—by Mr. Thonfis of Ky. 

Leader Mondell expressed hope of 
finishing main work of congress and ad- 
journing the first of June, as many mem- 
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bers are up for re-election and need to 
go home to work for themselves. Final 
action on tariff bill is expected before 
that time, and it was proposed that 
the senate reserve for a later date con- 
sideration of treaties growing out of 
Washington conferénce. 

Members from nine Southern states 
have made plans to push a resolution 
already introduced which is designed 
to recover from federal government 
$68,000,000 collected in cotton taxes 
during first three years following the 
Civil war. 

Resolution ,calling for an investiga- 
tion of crop reporting bureau of depart- 
ment of agriculture to discover cause 
of “inaccuracies” of 1921 cotton crop 
report and to institute remedies—by 
Mr. Overstreet of Ga. 

Resident Commissioner Isauro Gabal- 
don strongly condemned the Wood- 
Forbes report on the Philippines which 
advised against independence of those 
islands. 

Mr. Gallivan of Mass. charged that 
private interests have the shipping 
board “by the throat” and will not per- 
mit navy yards to receive contracts for 
reconditioning former German ships.

Senator Fletcher of Fla.—Agriculture 
lies at the base and foundation of all 
strength and power and wealth and 
prosperity.

laid down for the Washington con- 

ference has now been completed, 
though there still remain some details 
to be worked out in committees before 
the conclusions can be put in final 
form. Another great step forward was 
taken when the powers agreed to place 
on file and publish all treaties, agree- 
ments, franchizes etc. which exist be- 
tween them or their citizens and China, 

The open-door doctrine as to China 
has been recognized for years; but the 
open door, which was public and free to 
all, could not have its full effect as long 
as there were devious and secret ways 
by which favored ones enjoyed special 
advantages in China. The American 
delegation, by insisting that from this 
time forward there must be no such 
secret back-door entrances, has forced 
the whole Chinese question into the 
open. 

The powers at the same time agree 
not to develop any special “spheres of 
influence” in China for their own pur- 
poses. All China is to be open to all 
comers on the same terms. The Chinese 
delegation argued that it was only fair 
that all obligations and claims that out- 
siders had in China should thus be 
made public and placed on record, so 
that both China and the rest of the 
world should know how things stood. 


China has not secured from the Wash- 
ington conference all the advantages 
she hoped to secure, but her position 
in the world has been very greatly bet- 
tered by it and she will have a chance

to work out her salvation to a much 


greater extent than ever before. Her 
future is uncertain for the reason that 
she is herself not as yet united. She 
must get rid of the internal strife that 
now afflicts her, before she can expect 
to advance far. The outside powers 
have agreed that they will not supply 
war materials to the Chinese factions 
any more, and it is hoped that this will 
help to put an end to the civil war. 

Another very important victory was 
scored when, again. under pressure 
from the American delegation, Japan 
was placed on record as expressly re- 
newing her promise to withdraw her 
troops from Siberia as soon as order 
can be restored there. This has been 
a delicate and difficult issue between 
the United States and Japan ever since 
1918, when the allies sent a joint ex- 
pedition into Siberia. Japan, in spite 
of her repeated disclaimers, has shown 
a determination to retain her foothold 
in Siberia just as long as she could find 
any pretext for it. And this militant 
attitude has done much to keep alive 
the enmity of both the Chinese and the 
Russians. 

Baron Shidehara, in a formal state- 
ment at the conference, explained that 
Japan was keeping troops in Siberia 
solely to protect her legitimate inter- 
ests. He said that bolshevist, Korean 
and other insurgents made use of that 
territory as-a base of conspiracies 
against Japan and that they had been 
guilty of murder and pillage. But just 
as soon as quiet could be restored, Japan 
would be glad to retire, he declared. 

This is just what Japan has said for 
four vears, and it was not quite definite 
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enough to suit American diplomacy. 
So Secretary Hughes made an official 
statement placing the whole case on the 
record. He explained how the United 
States had joined in the allied plan to 
send troops into Siberia, mainly for the 
purpose of giving aid to the Czecho- 
Slovak forces who had escaped from 
the Teuton war front and made their 
way east. But the United States at 
that time and at all times later had made 
it plain that it had no intention of inter- 
fering in the internal affairs of the 
Russian people or of laying claim to 
any territory. It was the sole purpose 
of this country to help the Russians to 
“regain control of their own affairs, 
their own territory and their own des- 
tiny.” The other powers, he said, were 
aware that Japan was exposed to the 
menace of bolshevism from the Siber- 
ian frontier, and it was admitted that 
she must take reasonable measures to 
protect herself; but the understanding 
now was that Japan’s presence in Si- 
beria and the Russian territory of Sak- 
halin was merely temporary and that 
her honest purpose was to evacuate 
those regions at the earliest possible 
time. 

The American government had urged 
Japan that it was the duty of all the 
nations friendly to the Russian people 
to avoid any move that might even look 
like an attempt to exploit them or take 
advantage of them while they were 
helpless. It gave full notice also that 
the United States could not “recognize 
as valid any claims or titles arising out 
of the present occupation and control” 
of Russian territory by Japan. 

The Japanese delegation could do 
nothing but give their assent to this 
statement, along with that of the other 
powers interested. Thus, while no date 
is named for the withdrawal, Japan is 
now firmly bound to withdraw, and she 
will not gain anything by staying there. 

The four-power Pacific treaty has 
caused long discussion among the in- 
terested delegation. This treaty would 
prohibit any further fortification of the 
islands of the Pacific—but the term 
“island” is a very loose one. Some 
geographers even call Australia an is- 
land.

and Senator Underwood admitted iv 
the senate that the Shantung questio 
has blocked and delayed the entire co: 
ference, but they expressed hope tha! 
some compromise of it might still ) 
reached and they urged this countr 
not to make the situation more diflicu! 
by trying to force a decision of the mat- 
ter. 

The fact is that, as the Washingto: 
Post puts it, “the blight of the wron; 
done to both China and Japan by th: 
Paris peace conferenee remains t 
plague the Washington conference, and 
probably the day is far distant whe: 
all traces of the iniquitous Shantung 
agreement will have disappeared.” The 
trouble, as we all know, was that the 
entente allies had already committed 
themselves to the deal by which Japan 
was turned loose in Shantung; so thai 
the Paris conference alsq found it 
hands tied. President Wilson had t 
agree to the Shantung deal as the pric: 
of Japan’s agreement to the league oj 
nations plan. He put in a protest 
against it but this had no effect. 

But by the Versailles treaty seve: 
of the powers represented at the Wash- 
ington conference are bound to uphold 
the Shantung mandate to Japan, and 
that is why it is impossible for th« 
United States to bring about a settle- 
ment of that question. The Far Easter: 
situation can never be cleared up as 
long as Japan has hold of Shantung, anc 
it appears that there is no way of in- 
ducing her to let go.

Make Agreement With Ulster. There 
was rejoicing in all Ireland when Mi- 
chael Collins, nominal head of the Irish 
Free State, and Sir James Craig, Ulster 
premier, met in London and came to a 
friendly agreement as to the relations 
between the two divisions of Ireland. 
Among the questions settled was the 
perplexing boundary commission to 
mark the line between the North and 
South, the cessation of the Sinn Fein 
boycott of Ulster business and the re- 
turn of Catholic workmen to the ship- 
yards of Belfast. The settlement was 
regarded as a promise of a more com- 
plete agreement between the two sec- 
tions. 

Dublin castle, where the English had 
their headquarters in Ireland, was de- 
livered over to the Irish provisional 
government while the English troops 
marched peacefully away. The provi- 
sional government was prompt in as- 
suming control and dividing the gov- 
ernmental functions among the mem- 
bers of a cabinet. The Bank of Ireland 
agreed to advance £1,000,000 by way of 
financing the new regime. King 
George sent a message expressing grat- 
itude at the successful setting up of the 
Irish Free State government. 

But all has not been quiet in Ireland. 
In the South especially large bodies of 
armed men have refused to accept the 
treaty, and those who stood out for an 
independent republic have been busy 
stirring up sentiment against the new 
government. De Valera was reported as 
attempting to raise funds to organize 
popular opinion in favor of a republic. 
The former president went to Paris to 
attend the world conference cf the Irish 
race and was accompanied by Miss 
MacSwiney and Countess Markievicz, 
who, like himself, stand uncompromis- 
ingly for a republic. He announced, 
however, that he would not introduce 
politics at the Paris conference, where 
delegates from 20 nations met. 

Former Ambassador 
Viscount Bryce, former 
the United States and famed as the 
authcr cf “The American Common- 
wealth,” and the “Holy Roman Empire,” 
died at Sidmouth at the age of 83 years. 
The venerable statesman achieved suc- 
cess in the two great fields of politics 
and literature. He was born in Ireland 
of a Scotch father and Irish mother; 
was educeted at the universities of 
Glasgow and Oxford; practiced law in 
London for 15 years; was a member of 
parliament for 22 years, and ambas- 
sador to the United States from 1907 
to 1912. He was only 24 years of age 
when he wrote his famous “Holy Ro- 
man Empire,” but his greatest literary 
work was his “American Common- 
wealth,” which has served as a text- 
book in most American universities. He 
was very popular in the United States, 
and he understood and loved America 
so well that he was called “an English 
Yankee.” During the war he made a 
striking and convincing report of Ger- 
man atrocities in Belgium. He lec-

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tured in America in 1921 and his liter- 
ary activities were carried on until his 
Jast days. 


ITALY 

Pope Passes at Rome. Pope Bene- 
dict XV died Jan. 22 at the Vatican after 
an illness of 10 days. His holiness first 
felt a chill and was seized with a fit of 
coughing while celebrating mass in the 
Matilde chapel, but he insisted on at- 
tending to his papal duties for nearly 
a week longer, when he was finally per- 
suaded to go to bed. His malady was 
diagnosed as influenzal bronchitis but 
soon developed into pneumonia. Every- 
thing possible to medical science was 
done to save him while crowds waited 
all night outside of the Vatican in their 
anxiety. The end came at six o’clock 
on Sunday morning. 

Benedict XV succeeded Pius X in 1914 
at the beginning of the World war; ac- 
cordingly his pontificate covered a mo- 
mentous period in history. It was said 
that his constant efforts for peace, and 
for a just treaty after the close of the 
war, told on his health. He was born 
at Genoa in 1854 and was elected car- 
dinal only six months before being 
chosen pope. During the war he main- 
tained a non-partisan attitude but plead- 
ed the cause of humanity. He protest- 
ed to the German government at the 
time of the sinking of the Lusitania and 
when the long-range gun began shell- 
ing Paris. He was strong in his de- 
nunciation of the violation of Belgian 
neutrality by Germany. Cardinal Gib- 
bons called him a “majestic figure in the 
war.” Benedict XV is said to have had a 
better, understanding of and a closer 
sympathy with the United States than 
any previous occupant of the pontifical 
chair. For the first timé, the Italian 
government ordered flags at half-mast 
in deference to the death of the pope. 
Messages ‘of condolence were received 
at the Vatican from all parts of the 
globe, including one from President 
Harding. 

Cardinal Gaspari, papal secretary of 
state, issued a formal notification of the 
pope’s death to the sacred congrega- 
tion. This body will meet in conclave 
in Rome for the purpose of choosing a 
successor to Pope Benedict. The two 
American members, Cardinals O’Con- 
nell of Boston and Dougherty of Phila- 
delphia, are on their way to take part in 
the election. 


Medal to Unknown Soldier. There 
was a celebration at Rome long to be 
remembered, when the American con- 
gressional medal of honor was present- 
ed to the unknown Italian soldier whose 
tomb is in the “Eternal City.” The 
American decoration was presented by 
Gen. Allen who took with him from 
Germany a picked batallion of U. S. 
troops. The populace gave a rousing 
welcome to the Americans, and 
everywhere the stars and stripes were 
seen there were loud cries of “Viva 
America!” The oration was delivered 
by Ambassador Childs, and Premier 
Bonomi made the response. King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel was present with the

FRANCE 


Poincare Gets Strong Support. When 
the new premier, Raymond Poincare, 
appeared before the house of delegates 
and outlined his program, which in 
general was that Germany must fulfill 
her obligations, he received a great 
ovation followed by a vote of confidence 
of 472 to 107. He was opposed only by 
the socialists and communists, who 
have opposed all the governments and 
who openly aecused Poincare of being 
responsible for the war that resulted 
in the death of a million and a half 
Frenchmen. The minister calmly de- 
nied the charges and said that he would 
“execrate” himself and never dare to 
appear before the chamber if there 
were a shadow of truth in the state- 
ment. He announced that he would not 
go to the Genoa economic conference 
and said France’s participation depend- 
ed on assurances that Russia should 
first recognize the Versailles treaty and 
that reparations would not be discussed. 
He also showed opposition to the treaty 
with Great Britain in its present form, 
declaring that it should be mutual, with 
France agreeing to aid Great Britain in 
case of invasion by Germany. 

Twin Children Cut Apart. It has long 
been a disputed question whether the 
famous Siamese twins could have been 
cut apart without danger to their lives. 
The question came up in a similar case 
recently and was solved by Dr. LeFilia- 
tre of Paris who exhibited to the Acad- 
emy of Medicine a child whom he had 
separated with the knife from her sis- 
ter. The twins, Madeleine and Suzanne, 
were born joined together. The former 
was sickly while the latter was in good 
health. When Madeleine after suffer- 
ing from a fever went into convul- 
sions it was decided to operate to save 
Suzanne. Medeleine soon died, but Su- 
zanne after suffering considerably be- 
came healthy and strong. 





Dig Up Ancient City. Some remark- 
ible finds of ancient Roman civiliza- 
tion have been made at the old town 
if Vaison in the department of Vau- 
luse. Excavations conducted by Abbe 
Santel have revealed some perfect spec- 
imens of Roman art and architecture in 
public buildings, bridges, aqueducts 
ind theaters. A splendid equestrian 
tatue of an emperor was found with 
the economical feature of a changeable 
head, so that the emperor in power was 
ilways represented. There were many 
hot springs at the place in the time 
f the Romans and some of these have 
been uncovered. On the stages of the 
theaters were found many stage traps 
through which the actors in case of 
need could drop to safety—or possibly 
to death. Another peculiar find made 
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in one of the theaters was a “vomi- 
toire.” This was a receptacle for the 
convenience of the wealthy patrons 
who had taken too much wine for din- 
ner before sitting on the stone seats 
unprotecied from the sun’s rays. 


GERMANY 

Watch Building of Zeppelin. Ameri- 
can aero experts are on the ground at 
Friedrichshafen to see that the giant 
Zeppelin to be built for the United 
States with the consent of the allied 
powers conforms to the desires of the 
navy. In consultation with the Ger- 
man engineers they demanded especial- 
ly speed and durability—at least 80 
miles an hour. It was made clear that 
the air “ceiling,” or extreme height the 
airship can attain, is a matter of less 
importance. It was said that the dirig- 
ible will probably have eight Maybach 
motors. The German designers an- 
nounced that the American specifica- 
tions could doubtless be met, and they 
proposed to make a round trip across 
the Atlantic ocean as a trial at their 
own risk.

Explains Loss of Marne. Gen. von 
Kuhl at Berlin has published a state- 
ment which assumes to account for the 
failure of the Germans in their de- 
scent on Paris in 1914. The battle of 
the Marne was lost, as he explained it, 
because the German troops did not keep 
in touch with headquarters. One Lieut. 
Hentch was sent with orders from the 
general staff to the commanders of the 
advancing troops,. but as he failed to 
reach his destination in time, Gen. von 
Buelow ordered a retreat and the sec- 
ond army followed. The general de- 
clared that the French, “who had been 
beaten,” were joyfully surprised at the 
action of the German command.

The soviet gov- 
ernment of Ukrania acknowledged the 
treaty signed by the soviet government 
of Moscow, but the independence of 
Ukrania was recognized by the Turkish 
nationalists. Both Greeks and Turkish 
nationalists have been resting on their 
arms for some time, but Greeks have 
announced their intention of prosecut- 
ing the war. It was reported from An- 
gora, that Mustapha Kemal, organizer 
and leader of the Turkish nationalists, 
was murdered in his capital. He was 
a leader of the Young Turk movement 
which brought about a revolution in 
Constantinople in 1908. 


GREECE 

Greeks Proud of Costume. The sight 
of the Greek costume for the royal 
guards, inherited from an earlier age, is 
one that causes the Greek heart to flut- 
ter with pride. The short white skirt 
is a cross between a ballet dancer’s 
paraphernalia and Scotch kilties. The

close-fitting white leg coverings are re- 
lieved by a colored garter just under the 
knee, and the feet are made graceful 
by leather slippers adorned with large 
pompoms. The waists are decorated 
with colors, gold embroidery and beads 
and from the flat fezzes or caps hang 
juxuriant silken tassels. The beauty of 
the whole can be appreciated only by 
a Greek full of patriotism. The cos- 
tume in reality is of ancient Albanian 
origin, from which source the Scotch 
mountaineers received their inspiration 
for dress. The sketch shows some of 
the guards, all brave men and over 
six feet in height, standing before King 
Constantine’s headquarters at Smyrna. 


AUSTRALIA 

Labor Party against War. The re- 
cently published constitution of the 
Australian labor party contains some 
strong declarations of policy regarding 
war. An emphatic stand is taken against 
all compulsory service, and the raising 
of troops to serve outside of Australia 
is strongly opposed. More important 
still in the light of recent events is the 
declaration that Australia shall not take 
part in any wars overseas without first 
submitting the question to a vote of the 
people. Australia rendered great serv- 
ice in aid of the mother country in the 
World war. 


CHINA 
Fails to Oust Premier. Gen. Wu Pei 
Fu, said to be the most popular of the 
Chinese generals, ordered Liang Shi Li, 
premier of the new Peking government, 
to resign and gave him one week to get 
out. The premier, however, refused to 
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quit and was said to be supported by 
Chen Chun Meng, who is the real power 
behind the Canton government. Busi- 
ness men at Canton are very much in 
favor of compromise between that 
town and Peking to end the 10 years 
of civil war that has been carried on 
since the founding of the republic, but 
the main obstruction is offered by Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen, the Canton president, 
who feels that he is the only man to 
be president of all China. Gen. Wu Pei 
Fu was somewhat weakened in stand- 
ing and influence by his failure to put 
Liang out of office but he swore he 
would not relax his efforts until he 
achieved the premier’s downfall. He 
accuses Liang of pro-Japanese sympa- 
thies and has especially attacked his 
Shantung policy. 


MEXICO 

To Colonize Unemployed. The Mex- 
ican government has made plans to 
solve the unemployment problem in 
that country by colonizing the north- 
ern district of Lower California with 
men out of work. A series of irriga- 
tion projects is to be started as soon as 
the land is allotted to the unemployed. 
Jose Lugo, undersecretary of the in- 
terior, resigned his office to take charge 
of the new state enterprise. 

In Yucatan, Mexico has a “Russia in 
miniature,” according to Jose Garma, 
president of the constitutionalist party, 
the dominant one in Mexico. The so- 
cialist league is said to run things in 
the peninsula and to be cleaning up 
thousands of dollars every month. At 
the same time the schools and 75 per 
cent of the business houses are closed 
and the hospitals are not operating. 
Felipe Carrillo, a radical, was made 
governor of Yucatan at the beginning 
of the year after having been in vir- 
tual e®ntrol for the past two years. 


CUBA 

Bloody Riot at Docks. Non-union 
workers in Havana harbor were at- 
tacked by union stevedores on a strike 
and 22 were stabbed. The strikers were 
aroused to violent action by the pub- 
lication in Havana newspapers that 
Jamaicans were being hired in pref- 
erence to Cubans. The Jamaican la- 
borers were left stranded when the 
sugar business fell through and many 
were employed to take the place of 
strikers; they suffered mostly in the 
attacks. The policy of the open shop 
in the harbor was achieved after a 20- 
year fight, during which time the tyran- 
ny of the unionists grew intolerable, 
resulting in increased cost of living in 
all Cuba. It was suspected by some that 
disgruntled politicians stirred up the 
violence with the object of having the 
United States intervene.

Are the Planets Inhabited? 


Prof. C. E. St. John of Mt. Wilson ob- 
servatory is one of those who do not 
believe that the other worlds of our 
solar system are inhabited. Despite 
the fact that the scientific world as a 
whole is interested in the plan to ob- 
serve Mars through a special and un- 
usually powerful telescope when that 
planet makes its nearest approach to 
the earth in 1924, Prof. St. John thinks 
the result will be a disappointment. “It 
used to be believed that there were peo- 
ple living on Mars, but that is no longer 
accepted in the best scientific circles,” 
says the astronomer. “And Venus, the 
‘last hope’ of the star gazers, is as un- 
populous as the moon.” 

Prof. St. John has spectroscopic slides 
showing the spectrum of the light from 
Venus. He contends that the spectrum 
shows neither oxygen lines nor water 
vapor lines and therefore there could 
be neither oxygen nor water on the 
planet, and consequently no life. Prof. 
H. H. Russell of Princeton disputes this 
theory; maintaining that it is not oxy- 
gen that causes life but life that causes 
oxygen. Prof. Russell believes that even 
if there is no life on Venus at present 
there may be life there in a few hun- 
dred years or so, when things cool down 
a little. We know that Providence 
does not Jet things go to waste; hence 
there is every reason to believe that 
many of the other worlds that we be- 
hold in the heavens are teeming with 
life, the same as our own globe. It 
was only a few centuries ago that the 
Europeans did not know that Asia exist- 
ed, with it hundreds of millions of peo- 
ple. 


Possible to Foretell Earthquakes 
It soon may be possible to predict 
earthquakes with the same accuracy 
as weather forecasts. Prof. A. C. Law- 
son of the University of California says 
that earth “creeps” enable science to 
determine forthcoming quakes, and 
there is no reason why warnings can- 
not be sent to affected districts in the 
same manner that weather predictions 
are now posted for public information. 
Earth movements are the antecedent as 
well as the consequence of earthquakes. 
Preceding the California earthquake 
in April 1906, there was a relative dis- 
placement of the earth’s surface stratum 
on the two sides of the San Andreas 
fault line which amounted in the Bolin- 
Cal., region to as much as 24 per 
cent. Earth movements on a general 
scale were likewise associated with 
other quakes. 


Machine Registers Girl’s Love 

Doubt-torn swains will have a way 
of telling whether their sweethearts 
love them if a new mechanical con- 
trivance is ever put on the market. 
It is another one of those emotion reg- 
istering machines. By adjusting the 
device over the heart of the intended 
and by whispering a well-calculated 
word into her ear the diol of the in- 
vention is supposed to tell the story. 
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If it flutters violently then all is well, 
but if it does not, bews 

The instrument is 
supposed to register the heart action of 
the lady fair in her lover’s presence. In 
demonstrating his idea to the Society 
for Electrical Development the inven- 
tor forgot to mention means of induc- 
ing a girl to put on the detector. 


Science Kills “Second Self” 


3y the use of hypnotism Dr. H. H. 
Goddard of Columbus, Ohio, has driven 
out the four-year-old spirit of willful 
“Polly” that changed 19-year-old Ber- 
nice Redick from an attractive young 
woman to a quarrelsome child. The 
case, which has attracted nation-wide 
attention, is pronounced one of the 
clearest instances of dual personality 
on record. When Miss Redick first 
began treatment it is said that “Polly” 
and her normal personality alternated 
as many as 10 times a day. Sometimes 
“Polly” would retain control for days 
at a time and although “Polly” fought 
hard against extinction, her visits grew 
less and less and in all probability now 
she will never again control Miss Red- 
ick. 


Preserving Museum Exhibits 

Even museum specimens are bound to 
decay sooner or later. However, Dr. 
Alexander Scott of the British museum 
says he has a method for halting the 
decay of such objects. He sprays them 
with a vapor of hydrogen peroxide. It 
is claimed that this vapor bath not only 
preserves the exhibits but brings out 
their original colors and designs, es- 
pecially in the case of ancient manu- 
scripts and metals. 

The treatment was tried out on a 
print | made for Emperor Maximilian I I 
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in 1518. .«It completely restored the 
print’s great wealth of detail. Another 
specimen, supposed to be a_ petrified 
block of wood, which was found under 
a 14-foot guano deposit in Peru, proved 
to be a delicate carving.

Jailed to Observe Criminals 

“Character is 75 per cent inheritance 
and the other 25 per cent is due to 
early environment and later education 
and experience,” asserts G. H. Le Barr, 
noted French criminologist now visit- 
ing this country. He says it is up to 
society, to the community and to the 
government to provide for the children 
and see that the right inheritance and 
the right environment are given them. 
“We look upon misfits and criminals as 
nuisances,” he says, “but we do nothing 
to prevent them.” 

Le Barr voluntarily spent 20 months 
in European prisons studying the ways 
of the offender. He elected to be com- 
mitted like any other criminal, eating, 
sleeping and living with the prisoners. 
He says that many European convicts 
go crazy because they have nothing to 
do and nothing to interest them. He 
advocates some form of sociability, 
such as chorus choirs, orchestras and 
other entertainment, to prevent this. 
He likes the American system because 
it embodies these features. 

Future Shown in Finger Tips 

lingerprints are an indication of in- 
dividual destiny, according to Prof. 
Heinrich Pohl of Berlin. He says that 
the future of all persons is clearly writ- 
ten on their finger tips. Palmistry has 
aothing to do with it, he declares; it 
it only the markings of the finger tips 
which count. He even predicts that 
this idea will soon be recognized as an 
accurate science whereby life insur- 
ance companies can tell from finger 
prints what will be the insured’s ca- 
reer. 

Prof. Pohl has studied the finger tips 
of 6000 individuals, 4000 of them sane 
and 2000 insane. He reports that the 
same classes of physical types have the 
same general characteristic lines on 
their finger tips. Even racial similar- 
ities can be observed. Long-lived per- 
sons have different tips than short- 
lived ones. Insane people seem to have 
a finger tip design all their own. The 
aoted authority on heredity also says 
that if a person has a certain number 
of loops on their finger tips it is an in- 
lication that the person is destined to 
become an idiot. Since finger lines fol- 
fow certain hereditary laws it may even 
be predicted how many weak-minded 
children parents would produce. 

Finger tip lines do not alter appre- 
ciably during a lifetime. The finger- 
print system is used not only by police 
but by big business enterprises, and in 
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other ways. As a means of identifica- 
tion it is of proved worth and its use 
is gaining in popularity. No two peo- 
ple have the same fingerprints. That 
is why the system is so successful in 
identification work. The Maloney twins 
were two young men so much alike 
that it was impossible to tell them 
apart. Furthermore, their physical 
characteristics were identically the 
same. The only means by which they 
could really be distinguished was 
through their fingerprints. These were 
quite different. 


One single print of a finger is suffi- 
cient to distinguish an individual from 
any other person who has ever lived. 
In an ordinary fingerprint there are 
about 65 different lines, all forming a 
bewildering pattern of loops and curves. 
However, each line is an- individual 
characteristic. The chance that one of 
these characteristics will occur in ex- 
actly the same place in another in- 
dividual is one in a million. The chance 
for two being located exactly alike is 
one in many millions. The whole pat- 
tern of one person’s finger tip cannot 
by any chance be the same as that of 
another individual.

Connery had _ passed 
through the Pullmans several times dur- 
ing the morning—first in the murk of the 
dawn before the dimmed lamps in the cars 
had been extinguished; again later, when 
the passengers had been getting up; and a 
third time after all the passengers had 
left their berths except Dorne, and after 
nearly all the berths had been unmade and 
the bedding packed away behind the panels 
overhead. Each time he passed, Connery 
had seen the hand which hung out into the 
aisle from between the curtains; but the 
only definite thought that came to him was 
that Dorne was a sound sleeper. 

Nearly all the passengers had now break- 
fasted. Connery, therefore, took a seat in 
the diner, breakfasted leisurely and after 
finishing, went forward to see what mes- 
sages had been received as to the relieving 
snow-plows.

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BURNING THE MIDNIGHT OIL 

NDUSTRY, the wise employment of 
| time and the pursuit of knowledge 

are always commendable. However, 
habitual burners of the midnight oil 
are in grave danger of overdoing the 
thing. It sounds rather romzntic to 
speak of burning the midnight oil, in 
the usual sense of the phrase. Yet do- 
ing so as a regular thing, if it means ap- 
propriating time from one’s rest period, 
may easily do far more harm than good 
in the long run; the student who con- 
sumes illuminant while poring over 
his books far into the night usually is 
at the same time burning the candle of 
physical strength at both ends. 


We are so constituted that we cannot 
maintain normal health and strength 
without a certain minimum of rest each 
day—this amount varying with the in- 
dividual. Our bodies and the tissues 
and organs thereof require a definite 
amount of time for recuperation, repair 
and renewal. If this time is encroached 
upon in any way eventual injury, suf- 
fering and premature old age are inevi- 
table. The disastrous results may not 
be apparent for years but they are 
bound to come in time. 

Edison claims to get along well on 
only four hours of sleep daily. He is 
a notable exception to the rule; the 
average person needs eight hours— 
some need even more. Just the same, 
we should not be surprised to learn 
that Edison naps occasionally when he 
supposes himself wide awake. He has 
reduced his daily program of work, 
rest and recreation to a scientific sys- 
tem and has learned to do everything, 
even his sleeping, intensively and effi- 
ciently. Consequently a relatively small 
amount of sleep suffices for him. He 
realizes that his regular daily period 
of sleep and rest is absolutely essential 
to his vigor and health and therefore 
he carefully guards against any curtail- 
ment of it. 

For the average person burning the 
midnight oil is unprofitable even if it 
never affects his health deleteriously. It 
consumes bodily energy which must be 
recouped at some other time, sooner or 
later, if physical and mental powers are 
to be maintained at par. Frequently 
this recouping is an expensive, discour- 
aging, time-consuming process. As a 
rule one cannot think or work as effec- 
tively at a late hour as he can after a 
full night of refreshing sleep; for after 
a prolonged period of activity the body 
is fatigued, the mental processes are 
slowed down and the mind is less alert 
—less able to think straight. Many of 
the midnight-oil students who have 
come under our observation are prone 
to lie abed late in the morning, thus 
using time which, though ordinarily 
unsuited to sound, invigorating sleep, 
is the best of the entire day for effectual 
mental work. There is no question that 
they are losing rather than gaining; 
while they may be getting sufficient 
sleep, they are wasting time by reason 
of their failure to use it to the best ad- 
vantage. 

Good health and normal physical vig- 
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or are priceless. As a rule a full meas- 
ure of success in any business, profes- 
sion or occupation is impossible with- 
out them. For our part we should pre- 
fer to have a strong, healthy body with 
only meager learning, if that were the 
alternative of a profound education. A 
man who is a loss from the neck down 
is not one whit more of an asset than a 
man who is a loss from the neck up. 
However, a weak, diseased body is not 
at all necessarily the price of a well- 
trained mind. One may keep his body 
sound and well and at the same time 


‘cultivate his mind to the utmost. To 


do this of course he must be content 
to pursue his studies in steady moder- 
ation and to give constant attention to 
keeping himself in physical trim by 
exercizing judiciously, eating the right 
kind of food and observing all other 
immutable hygienic rules. The mon 
who works while he works, plays while 
he plays, and also guards his health can 
acquire all the knowledge he needs 
within a reasonable time—he can easily 
outstrip the student who robs himself 
by too close application to books. 


Every day we see men and women 
who are veritable storehouses of learn- 
ing, but their eyes are bad; they are 
anemic, stoop-shouldered, hollow-chest- 
ed and lacking in “pep” to apply their 
knowledge. Ten to one they suffer from 
poor digestion and harbor chronic dis- 
eases which will take them off before 
their time. They have paid for their 
education with their health, with the 
capacity to really enjoy life and with 
strength which is absolutely essential 
in order to make full use of their train- 
ed minds. They have made of them- 
selves lopsided monstrosities and there- 
by reduced their powers for accom- 
plishment. The majority of them are 
less useful to themselves and to society 
than they would be had they burned 
less midnight oil and given their bodies 
something like a fighting chance so that 
they would now have the reserve of 
strength, the physical stamina, neces- 
sary to put their mental training across 
in the form of telling achievement. 

Our schools are a good deal at fault 
because of their failure to stress suffi- 
ciently the ideal of a keen, well-trained 
mind in a sound vigorous body. They 
are doing much better in this respect 
than formerly, but still rational meas- 
ures for building up and maintaining 
normal physical health are too much 
neglected. For a few students in high- 
schools and colleges—those belonging 
to the track, baseball, football and oth- 
er teams—athletics and physical edu- 
cation are usually overdone—carried 
to a harmful extreme, often to the neg- 
lect of intellectual development. The 
mass of the students on the other hand 
are pushed well nigh to the limit with 
mental work while little or no attention 
is given to their health and to measures 
calculated to round them out symmet- 
rically, developing brains simultaneous- 
ly with strong hardy, healthy bodies. 

We are not arguing for mental lazi- 
ness and slothfulness but for the mod- 
erate and reasonable pursuit of knowl- 
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edge combined with sane measures for 
physical development and health con- 
servation. We must all be on our guard 
against dawdling—against playing too 
much; the ideal is a daily program in 
which work, play and rest are balanced 
according to our powers and our needs. 
Let us first of all learn our physical lim- 
itations—everyone has them. Let us 
work hard and intelligently while we 
work but let us allow nothing to rob 
us of needed sleep and rest. Let us 
conserve our energies and preserve our 
health at all hazards; onee lost they can 
rarely be fully regained. All this ap- 
plies to everyone, in school and out, 
for we all are or ought to be students 
and learners to the end ef our days; 
otherwise we are bound to become 
back-numbers and to stand marking 
time when we ought te be marching 
forward. 

No man is so strong that he can with 
impunity neglect his exercize and play 
in the open air, his rest, his sleeping, 
his eating or any other of the simple 
hygienic essentials. Edison’s favorite 
method of resting, as is well known, is 
to change from one -task or problem 
to another of a different kind. All of 
us would do well to remember and fol- 
low this plan. Bear in mind that rest- 
ing by no means necessarily implies the 
cessation of all activities. In most cases 
such rest is worse than none at all. As 
Cowper has sagely observed: “Absence 
of occupation is not rest; A mind quite 
vacant is a mind distress’d.”

Support for Einstein Theory 

Ques. How do photographs taken at sun’s 
eclipse in 1919 help support Einstein the- 
ory?—Ans. Plates showed that stars close 
to sun’s image were slightly displaced away 
from sun. Amount of di placement agreed 
with Einstein predictions. Result was ac- 
cepted as part proof of theory of relativity. 
Observations of eclipse of the sun in Sep- 
tember of this year are expected to confirm 
this. Displacement of star images on photo- 
graphs made during solar eclipse is at- 
tributed.by Einstein theory to attraction 
exerted by sun’s mass on the rays of light 
passing it. A star whose light, before 
reaching earth, does not pass close to sun, 
is not affected. One whose light passes 
close to sun has its rays bent by gravita- 
tional attraction. Effect of bending is to 
make star’s position seem farther from 
sun than it really is. 


“White Coal” and “Blue Coal” 

Ques. What is “white coal” and “blue 
coal”?—Ans. Falling water, such as water- 
falls, (originally from snow-covered moun- 
tains) is called “white coal,” for it has pos- 
sibility of power development. Tide water 
available for power production has newly 
acquired an equally picturesque name— 
“blue coal.” 


Ascension and Declination 

Ques. What is “ascension” and “declina- 
tion” as used in astronomy ?—Ans. Just as 
we locate a point on earth’s surface by 
giving its longitude and latitude so as- 
tronomers locate a point in heavens by 
giving .its “right ascension” and “declina- 
tion,’ which correspond, respectively, to 
our longitude and latitude. All big tele- 
scopes are supplied with right ascension 
and declination circles by which necessary 
settings can be made, after consulting an 
almanac, for bringing any object in heavens 
directly into center of field 0° telescope. 


Restrict Travel in Canadian Wilds 

Ques. Can a person travel at will in 
Canadian Northwest?—Ans. No person can 
journey north of Ft. Smith, Sask., without 
permission of Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. To go north of there, traveler must 
have a good reason, prove that he has made 
arrangements for. transportation and as- 
sure officials that he has sufficient food sup- 
ply. 

Porto Rice and Philippines 

Ques. How are Porto Rico and Philip- 
pines governed?—Ans, Under act of 1917 
legislative power in former is vested in 
a legislature of two houses. Senate consists 
of 19 members and house of representa- 
tives 39 members, all elected for four- 
year terms. Governor is appointed by U. S. 
president. Since 1916 Philippines have been 
governed by a senate of 24 members and a 
house of representatives of 91 members, 
Senators are elected for six years and rep- 
resentatives are elected triennially. Gov- 
ernor-general is appointed by president. 


United States and Gas Warfare 

Ques. In a recent issue you stated that 
Germany prior to World war had agreed 
by treaty not to use poison gas. This treaty 
was drawn up at the Hague conference in 
1899, of which this country was a member. 
What was attitude of United States on 
subject?—Ans. This country refused to 
join agreement not to use poison gas. Late 
Admiral Alfred Mahan, on behalf of United 
States, at that time vigorously opposed ex- 
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clusion of toxic gases from list ef pormis- 
sible implements of warfare, contending 
that use of gases was not more inhumane 
than other forms of killing in battle. 


Lake Poets of England 

Ques. Who were the “lake poets”?— 
Ans. Wordsworth, Coleridge and Southey 
lived in lake district of Cumberland and 
Westmoreland, England, and sought inspi- 
ration in its scenery. Name was first ap- 
plied in derision by Edinburgh Review. 
Charles Lamb, Christopher North, Shelley, 
Mrs. Hemans and several other poets are 
sometimes included in “lake school.” 


Vice-President Became Senator 
Ques. Did any U. S. vice-president re- 
sign to become senator?—Ans. Vice-Presi- 
dent John Calhoun resigned Dec. 28, 1832, 
to become U. S. senator.

Ques. What is the exact distance cov- 
ered in a marathon race?—Ans.

Crucifixion of Jesus Christ 

Ques. What were the technical charges 
which resulted in Jesus being put to death? 
Of what wood was his cross made?—Ans. 
Jesus was tried first before an ecclesiasti- 
cal and later before a civil tribunal. The 
former included his appearance before An- 
nas, before Caiphas, and again before Cai- 
phas, who appears to have acted in each 
case as head of the sanhedrin or Jewish 
people’s council, The Jewish court declar- 
ed Jesus guilty of blasphemy and condemn- 
d him to death, though its proceedings 
were illegal from many viewpoints. The 
civil trial comprised three sessions, the 
first before Pontius Pilate who was the 
sixth Roman procurator of Judea; the sec- 
ond before Herod, and the third again be- 
fore Pilate. Jesus was not charged with 
blasphemy before this court, but with stir- 
ring up the people, forbidding to give 
tribute to Caesar and claiming to be Christ 
I king. Pilate ignored the first two 
harges; the third he found harmless when 
le saw "that Jesus did not claim royalty 
in the Roman sense of the word. But in 
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order not to incur the odium of the Jewish 
leaders in Christ’s persecution, the Roman 
governor sent his prisoner to Herod. Je- 
sus did not humor the curiosity of Herod 
for he was mocked and sent back to Pilate. 
The Roman procurator was forced to de- 
clare the prisoner innocent for the second 
time, but, instead of setting him free, gave 
the people the alternative to choose either 
Jesus or Barabas for their paschal freed- 
man. Pilate pronounced Jesus innocent 
for the third time with the more solemn 
ceremony of washing his hands. Under 
pressure, he had Jesus scourged, thus an- 
nihilating, according to the traditions, any 
hope that Jesus could ever attain royal 
dignity. Then Pilate allowed his political 
ambitions to prevail over his sense of 
justice and condemned Jesus to be cru- 
cified. A microscopic examination of sup- 
posed fragments of the cross scattered 
throughout the world in the form of relies 
seems to show that it was made from a pine 
tree.

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Games Played by Chinese Children 


For all the funny ways and the odd 
manners and customs of the Chinese, 
they are essentially very much like 
other people. They have a highly-de- 
veloped sense of humor and can see 
the funny side of things as well as any- 
one. Chinese boys and girls are as 
active as any in this country and quite 
as fond of play. They have various 
games which they delight in playing. 
Of course these games differ more or 
less from those played by American 
youngsters but in every land there are 
games unlike those known and played 
elsewhere. 

One of the favorite games of Chinese 
boys is known as “skinning the snake.” 
It is a little like our game of “leap frog.” 
We are sure that American boys would 
find it lots of fun. The players stand 
in line, each extending one hand back- 
ward between his legs to grasp the hand

of the boy behind him. They all then 
begin to walk backward and as they 
do so the boy at the rear lies down 
while the one next to him walks astride 
him. When this boy has passed over 
him he lies down in the same manner. 
This continues until all in turn have lain 
down as the three in the picture are do- 
ing, the one at the head of course hav- 
ing walked astride all the others be- 
fore he finally stretches out prone on 
the ground. 

Then the last boy to lie down rises 
and walks over-all the others and each 


in turn rises and passes toward the 
front, joining hands just as they did 


in the first place. When the game is 
properly played the combined move- 
ments of the boys suggest the operation 
of skinning a snake, hence the name of 
the game. The smooth turning of the 
line backward and its sinuous curving 
along the ground and then back are 
graceful and withal amusing to the ob- 
server. 

Another game that the boys like is 


called “forcing the city gates.” There 
are in it enough play of muscular 


strength and enough roughness for it to 
appeal to boys everywhere. The play- 
ers form two lines facing each other 
and those in each line join hands. Then 
a boy from one line dashes forward and 
tries to force his way through the op- 
posing line. After his trial a boy from 
the opposing line tries to push through 
the first boy’s line. Thus the two groups 
take turns until each member of the 
two has pitted himself against his op- 
ponents, 

The girls are fond of a game which 
they call “buying a lock.” They form 
a line and tien join hands each grip- 
ping firmly. The two standing at one 
end hold up their hands and all the 
others in the line pass under except 
the oné next the end. She merely al- 
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lows her arm to pass over her shoulder. 


After this the next two raise their hands 


and the others pass under in the same 
way until all have been “locked up.” 
They “unlock” by passing back to their 
original positions, reversing the “lock- 
ing up” process.

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Don’t Choke Motor When You Stop 

Many auto drivers have a habit, es- 
pecially in cold weather, of pulling on 
the “choker” of the engine every time 
they stop it. This leaves the engine 
with a supply of raw gasoline in the 
cylinders. It is done for the purpose of 
making it easier to start the next time. 
This may be well enough in some cases, 
where you are going to start up again 
soon; but on the whole it is a bad 
habit and it should be avoided. 

The trouble is that the rich gas when 
drawn into the cylinders becomes con- 
densed and runs down the cylinder 
walls, seeps past the piston and goes 
into the crankcase, where it dilutes and 
destroys the lubricating oil. The fail- 
ure of motors to start easily is more of- 
ten due to overloading with gasoline 
than with having too little. Here is a 
case where it is best to err on the safe 
side. There is more harm done to 
autos by the neglect of the oil in the 
crankcase than by any other one thing. 
The old oil should be drained out and 
new oil put in at frequent intervals, 
especially in winter. The wear and 
tear on an auto is three times as much 
in a winter month as in a summer 
month, and much of this is chargeable 
to faulty lubrication. The gas mixture 
should be kept as lean as possible so as 
to avoid the dilution of the oil.

The move to bring wages back to nor- 
mal has led both husband and wife in 
many families to continue in business 
as a means of keep:ng up their joint in- 
come. There are many cases where 
the woman member of the family is 
receiving as much, if not more, than 
her better half. Then too, once the 
woman member has tasted the cup of 
prosperity she will not readily force 
herself back to an economical and thrif- 
ty home life. If she can work and thus 
keep the family income up, with result- 
ing advantages, she seems bound to do 
it—even though her attitude may be 
detrimental to the general labor situa- 
tion. She wants things for herself and 
her family, and if she is willing to work 
and produce them, she deserves praise 
and not blame. There is still plenty of 
work for all, and the fact is that the 
women workers, by helping to produce 
wealth, are contributing to the pur- 
chasing power of the nation and adding 
to the general prosperity.
